The custom of choosing valen­ 
tines existed very early and former­ 
ly the day was observed by giving 
presents of gloves, garters and jew ­ 
elry.

mined castles and valentines con­ 
structed on

tested to its utmost capacity. 
The 
fact that the engines are used so | 
hard and that so little time can be | 
allowed for repairs and cleaning 
has caused ?ome of them to brenk 
down, or not work as well as usual, 
and considerable delay has ensued 
to the passenger trains. 
The fast mail has been arriving 
late nearly every morning for sev­ 
eral weeks, but the deliy to this 
train has generally been caused by 
late connections at St. Louis, for 
which the Missouri Pacific is in no­ 
wise held responsible. 


The annual report of the passen­ 
ger department of the Lehigh V al­ 
ley, in speaking of the baggage 
handled during 
the 
year 
1901, 
brings up a rather interesting point 
in connection with articles that are 
left on trains by careless passen­ 
gers. 
The report states that during the 
year 1,270 articles of various de­ 
scriptions were found in its passen­ 
ger trains, 
not including 
those 
found in Pullman cars. 
Of these, 
288 were claimed and returned to 
owners, the balance, 982, still re­ 
maining in the hands of the com­ 
pany, awaiting claimants. 
The laws of nearly all the states 
provide that if such articles are not 
claimed within one year, they may 
be sold at public sale, after due no­ 
tice, after which the claimant has 
no tight to any article so found. 
Articles left on trains are varied 
in character, ranging from books 
to umbrellas, pocketbooks, wraps, 
valises, 
merchandise, 
etc. 
It is 
hard to explain the low percentage 
of calls made for them, unless it is 
that passengers do not generally 
understand that they are always 
turned into the baggage depart­ 
ments as soon as found, and are 
held there subject to orders of the 
owners. 
Probably some articles left on 
trains are picked up by other pas­ 
sengers, but as a general thing they 
are found by trainmen and turned 
into

railroad 
companies’ 
offices.

Co nfessio ns Made Ov er a Tele­ 
pho ne No t Valid. 


WIRED DISPENSATIONS. 


L atter Decisio n , Mad e In An swer to 
Archbisbo p Kain , Strik es at 
Practice In Un ited States. 


Two impo rtant 
rulings 
hav e 
been recently made by the ho ly see, 
acco rding to the Ro me co rrespo nd­ 
ent o f the Lo ndo n Times. 
Bo th 
decisio ns hav e reference to disco v ­ 
eries in the field o f science. 
One 
is that it wo uld no t be v alid to hear 
co nfessio ns o v er 
the telepho ne. 
The o ther, giv en upo n a recent in­ 
quiry by Archbisho p J. J. Kain,o f 
St. Lo uis, o n the subject o f asking 
dispeo satio ns fro m cano nical laws 
by cable o r telegraph, is that this 
practice shall no lo nger o btain, and 
that it is no w specifically co n­ 
demned. 
While 
the fifst decisio n will 
hardly cause any change in the 
\ 
pro cedure o f priests 
at 
parish 
churches, as it is do ubtful if a co n­ 
fessio n has ev er been made to a 
priest o v er the telepho ne ; the sec­ 
o nd ruling strikes at a practice 
which has been frequently reso rted 
to by priests thro ugho ut the United 
States, especially in asking fo r dis­ 
pensatio ns in regard to marriage. 
The attentio n o f a Catho lic theo ­ 
lo gian was called to these two de­ 
cisio ns, and, discussing them, he 
said: 
“ This is interesting info rmatio n 
and is alto gether news to me. Bo th 
o f these decissio ns o pen up many 
interesting questio ns. While I can­ 
no t recall hearing o f a co nfessio n 
by telepho ne, I hav e talked o f such 
a po ssibility with priests,and pro b­ 
ably the case came up in Ro me in 
a similar manner. 
The ho ly see 
was likely appealed to o n the ques­ 
tio n o f the v alidity o f the sacra­ 
ment if such a co ntingency were

to arise where a co nfessio n o v er a 
telepho ne was necessary . 
“ Witho ut go ing v ery deeply into 
the questio n, I must co nfess that I 
am so mewhat surprised at the de­ 
cisio n,if the po sitio n o f the ho ly see 
has been co rrectly repo rted by the 
co rrespo ndent. I can reidily under­ 
stand ho w the ho ly see wo uld de­ 
cide that a co nfessio n o v er the tele­ 
pho ne is illicit, but I can hardly 
perceiv e upo n what gro unds the 
pro paganda co uld say that the co n­ 
fessio n wo uld be inv alid. To make 
a co nfessio n v alid, the penitent 
do es no t hav e to be phy sically 
present. 
Fo r instance, the peni­ 
tent might be in o ne ro o m and the 
co nfesso r in ano ther, and y et the 
co nfessio n wo uld be v alid if the 
co nfesso r co uld hear what the peni­ 
tent said. 
In co nfessio n a mo ral 
presence is necessary . 
In a co n­ 
fessio n by telepho ne the questio n 
wo uld arise, Is the penitent mo rally 
present? 
I think he wo uld be. 
“ Of co urse, the questio n o f the 
secrecy o f the co nfessio n enters 
into the case. 
In using the tele­ 
pho ne, there is the po ssibility o f a 
third party hearing what is said, 
and it is likely upo n this gro und 
that the ho ly see has giv en its de­ 
cisio n. 
Ho wev er 
this 
may be, 
until the decisio n o f the ho ly see is 
o fficially published. I think I sho uld 
hear a co nfessio n by telepho ne if 
the circumstances abso lutely re­ 
quired it. 
Fo r 
instance, Jo hn 
Smith liv ed fifteen miles fro m the 
city and I were the nearest priest. 
If his phy sician were to say that 
he had but a few minutes to liv e 
and if he desired to make his co n­ 
fessio n and co uld use a telepho ne, 
I certainly sho uld hear his co nfes­ 
sio n. 
“ The seco nd decisio n strikes at 
a practice no w ex tensiv ely reso rted 
to in the United States. Of co urse, 
the circumstances 
under 
which 
Archbisho p Kain asked the o pinio n 
o f the ho ly see o n the questio n o f 
granting dispensatio n by telegraph 
o r cable must be understo o d befo re 
any thing can be said o f the de­ 
cisio n. 
The ruling is o ne I sho uld 
certainly ex pect. 
Fraud is so liable 
in the use o f either the telegraph 
o r cable. 
Fo r instance,if Cardinal 
Gibbo ns were in Washingto n and 
the v icar general o f the dio cese 
were o ut o f to wn, and if I were 
to telegraph his eminence fo r a dis­ 
pensatio n in a case o f impo rtance, 
what wo lild prev ent the o perato r, 
o r seme o ne in co llusio n with the 
o perato r, fro m sending a reply ? 
“ As I faid befo re, bo th o f these 
decisio ns are quite interesting, and 
the seco nd is o f much impo rtance, 
if it is to be ex tended to all parts o f 
the United States.”

part of capitalists to invest their 
money in 
this 
line. 
Thirty-two 
companies 
withdrew 
from 
the 
field in 1901, and 1903 promises to 
break the record.

Strange as

seems, the pros­ 
perity of 
the country is blamed in 
a large measure by many 
for the 
fact 
that 
little 
or no money bus 
been made and that actual loss in 
many 
instances 
has 
occurred. 
Prosperity has been such that the 
securities of 
the companies have 
increased in value so that capital 
has hesitated to withdraw, hoping 
for 
some improvement. 
Manu­ 
facturers throughout the country 
have btea more than busy, in many 
instances working 
day and night. 
Plants have been overcrowded and 
hazards 
thus 
increased 
as 
more 
stringent precautions against fire 
have not followed.

A PATIENT AT HOSPITAL 


Who Escaped from Guard and Spread 
the Disease—"The Decision of 
the Court. 


A case of unusual interest in Se­ 
dalia just at this time is referred to 
as follows iu an Austin, Texas, 
dispatch of the n t h inst. : 
The 
supreme 
court yesterday 
answered questions certified to by 
the Dallas court of civil appeals in 
the case of the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas R ailw ay company vs. 
H. B . W ood et al, from Hunt 
county. 
This is a unique case, on 
which there is not an authority in 
existence, hence the court decided 
an entirely new point and held the 
railroad company liable for dam­ 
ages which will aggregate about 
$15,000. 
Alonzo Dickson, a neg«^o section 
hand on the K a ty in Hunt county, 
was slightly injured and sent to 
the company’s hospital at Sedalia, 
Mo. 


Dickson was placed in the negro 
ward 
with 
negroes 
who 
were 
broken out with smallpox. 
D ick­ 
son asked to be removed, insisting 
that his fellow patients had small­ 
pox. 
The 
physician 
in 
charge 
said it was chickenpox, but gave 
Dickson 
a 
pass 
to 
Greenville, 
Texas. 
The physician was w rong; the 
negrces had smallpox, and the city 
of Sedalia quarantined against the 
hospital. 
The negro, Dickson,had reached 
Greenville,and in two weeks broke 
out 
with smallpox. 
The K a ty ’s 
local physician, under orders from 
the head surgeon, 
had 
Dickson 
isolated and employed a Mexican 
to nurse him. 
The Mexican permitted Dickson 
to escape, 
the 
latter 
being 
de­ 
lirious. 
He went into the house 
of H. D. Wood, and the family 
contracted the disease, two of the 
children dying from the effect of it. 
Wood brought suit for damages 
against the Katy and the lower 
court decided in his favor. 
The 
railroad company appealed the case. 
The Fifth court of civil appeals 
certified two questions: 
“ 
First, 
under the foregoing facts, did the 
negligence of appellant’s local sur­ 
geon in employing an incompetent 
nurse or attendant for Dickson,and 
the negligence of said attendant in 
permitting Dickson to escape while 
delirious, render appellant liable 
for the damage su'^tained by ap­ 
pellee by r a on of the smallpox 
being communicated to him and 
his family by said Dickson? 
“ 
2. 
Is the appellant liable for 
the damages sustained by appellee 
by reason of having exposed Dick­ 
son to the smallpcx at the hospital 
at Sedalia and afterward assuming 
care of him in failing to isolate 


and have him properly guarded to 
prevent his escape and communi­ 
cating the disease to appellee and 
family ?” 
The court, after a discussion of 
the 
different phases of 
liability, 
con^udes: 
“ 
To 
both 
questions 
we answer that under ^be'' facts 
stated, the railroad company was 
liable to the appellee Wood for the 
damages caused to him by reason 
of the 
snnalipox being communi­ 
cated to him and 
his family 
by 
Dickson, 
through the negligence 
of the agent of the railroad com­ 
pany.”
